U. S. Refuses 
Red Demand 
For 2 Airmen 


VIENNA, Austria — (?) — Two 
‘Russian officers fleeing the Soviet 
Union for political reasons and a 
captive sergeant landed their twin- 
engined bomber at an American 
base near Linz 11 days ago, it was 
disclosed yesterday. 


The plane and the sergeant have 
been returned to Soviet custody 
but the Americans have rejected a 
Russian demand for return of the 
two officers against their will. 


The officers, a pilot and naviga- 
tor, said they took off from a base 
in the Ukraine on what was sup- 
posed to be a routine training 
flight after seeking a way of 
escape for more than a year. 


The pilot said he brought his 
plane down at the first airfield 
flying the Stars and Stripes be- 
cause his maps did not extend be- 
yond Linz. The plane was badly 
damaged when it overshot the run- 
way and crashed into a wooden 
fence, but the occupants were un- 
injured. 

The sergeant said he did not 
know the pilot’s destination until 
he was in the air and then he 
Was given the choice of parachut- 
ing into Soviet territory or con- 
tinuing. He decided to stay with 
the plane. 

The Russians demanded return 
of both plane and crew. After 
negotiations beginning last Thurs- 
day, Lt. Gen. Goeffrey Keyes, 
American commander in Austria, 
offered immediate return of the 
plane, but declined to return the 
men against their will. He invited 
a Soviet representative to inter- 
view the men and determine their 
wishes for himself. 


A Russian officer interviewed 
the three men for nine hours Tues- 
day. The sergeant chose to return, 
but the two officers stuck to their 
original decision, though they are 
understood to have left wives in 
the Soviet Union. | 

They said they took their first’ 
opportunity to escape when they | 
were assigned to the same flight 
with enough fuel in the plane to! 
carry them outside Soviet terri- 
tory.

And the trend will 
undoubtedly continue. 

It is for this reason that the Southern 
Regional Education program is of such 
fast-increasing importance. It will be

uate and professional education among 
Negroes is sufficient to justify Georgia or 
any other Southern State establishing and 
maintaining individual institutions for the 
purpose.

No Pulsing and 
Singing of the Blood 


Remembering the emotions and -the singing 
and pulsing of the blood we all knew during the 
campaigns of Woodrow Wilson and of Franklin 

D. Roosevelt, this present parade of candidates reveals an almost 
shocking lack of enthusiasm for any candidate. 


I have an idea that the popular vote may be relatively close, 
with Thomas E. Dewey scoring a most impressive electoral college 
victory. There are enough States in the East and West already 
assured for Dewey to give him a heavy electoral majority. What 
the South does will be interesting, but will not affect the outcome. 


While the major candidates create emotions, they are not of 
the sort which causes the voter to feel like putting down all he 
has and following his candidate to the wars. Thomas E. Dewey 
arouses a growing respect and a gnawing, fretting worry as to 
whether he will be able to keep off the predatory hounds which 
bay in the growing crescendo of exultant victory. Harry S. Tru- 
man evokes a certain pity. He is so obviously sincere: so trans- 
parently tugged hither and yon by those who tell him they know 
politics better than he. The people who hear him are sympathetic 
and feel drawn to the man, but not to the candidate. In the case 
of Dewey they are drawn to the candidate, not to the man. This 
in itself may be significant. The people want a program and an 
administration of it. Not emotions. They have had a surfeit of 
emotions. Wallace arouses a growing contempt, because of his 


hypocrisy and dishonesty in thought. 
Pitiable But of them all, Strom Thurmond emerges as the 
most pitiable. He is a man troubled, as we all are. 
He is torn, as many are, by the recognition that the Negro must 
have legal equality in education, schools and other factors of 
citizenship, and he vaguely yearns to give him that, but he is 
afraid of it and afraid to trust his instincts and his desire to do 
the right thing. That is the true essence of tragedy. 


Here we are up against the most complex and momentous po- 
litical decisions of our time. Both Truman and Dewey are dis- 
cussing the dominant issues of housing, inflation, tidelands oil, 
public power, the future of the Taft-Hartley Act and all that is 
bound up therein. 

Towering above it all, leering forth from the mushroom atomic 
cloud loosed frem the bottle of force by the Jinni science, is the 
problem of our foreign policy and of world peace. 


But, none of these is for Thurmond. 

Rights In all his goings about, he is a pathetically sincere 
Jeremiah, thrust suddenly from 1856 into 1948, crying 
about Federal interference, and States’ rights. 

It is a little silly, really, when one considers that Gov. Strom 
Thurmond himself, and all those behind the Dixiecrats, have 
Fed- 
eral “interference” was all right in bringing in REA and TVA. 
We sought it in support of cotton prices, in pegging tobacco: in 
soil conservation payments; in flood control; in public works; the 
various aids to agriculture; for aid in public health: for increasing 
Federal aid to roads, and so on. And it was not so many years ago 
that Southern Representatives, almost without a dissenting vote, 
helped create a Federal police force with power to reach into every 
home and which had the authority to ignore State police powers. 


History The whole history of our region, because of its poverty, 

has been a loud cry for “more Federal] participation,” 
and the many schoolhouses, courthouses, community buildings, 
bridges, city halls and parks, built by the late PWA and WPA, 
testify to an invasion of States’ rights. 

Strom Thurmond and his crowd are trying to say the only 
issue is “nigger.” There are about 14,000,000 Negroes in the United 
States and it is fantastic to label them all as “nigger’—with all 
that word connotes. Fitting them into the guarantees of the Con- 
stitution of the United States requires the best that is in us, not 
the worst. Because we must do that job properly and justly. Even 
the most constant and earnest liberal realizes that the FEPC will 
do the Negro more harm than good. Federal imposition of the 
FEPC would be even more unworkable and corrupting than was 
Federal imposition of the prohibition law, which the Dixiecrats 
of that day sought and got. To impose the FEPC on the Negro 
would not merely be unconstitutional, and harmful, but unwork- 
able. But, for Strom Thurmond to go about the country talking 
only about the FEPC and the invasion of States’ rights is exactly 
as fraudulent as if the carnival barker and his shills were to try 
and foist off the two-headed calf as a threat to all calves or the 
bearded woman as a fate about to be imposed upon all beautiful 
womanhood. 

We can fight this thing out in our own two parties, or we can 
split them up and divide our strength and get nowhere. 

There is a very real issue of States’ rights. It is a serious 
question which Gov. Earl Warren is discussing. 
the States’ rights battle if we take the issue of States’ rights to 
mean Thurmond’s polite phrase, “minority groups,” which is his 
polite way of avoiding use of the word all his supporters use—

Is the One-Party System Slipping Out? 


HOUSTON—In Texas, “state’s rights” carries a much broader meaning than anywhere else in the | 
South. For more than a century, every Texas school child has had drummed into him the proud fact 
that his is the one state that came into the Union by treaty between its previously independent Re- 
public and the Washington Government, rather than by Congressicnal gratuity. 


Because Texas reserved to itself so many rights not allowed the existing States it was a long time. What | Fear 


before two-thirds in the Senate could be induced to vote for confirmation of the treaty of annexation 


and statehood. 

Take the now-burning issue of tidelands oil. 
One stipulation of the Texas treaty was that all 
its lands, including submerged coastal areas to a 
distance of three marine leagues, remain under 
State ownership. 

Long ago all receipts by the State from sale of 
land or mineral deposits beneath it, including the 
tidelands oil, was set aside for educational pur- 


poses. 

Therefore, Texans contend that when 
t Truman former Secretary of 
the Interior Harold Ickes, aided and abetted 
by the Supreme Court, attempted to estab- 
lish Federal ownership of tidelands oil, they 
were not only violating a solemn interna- 
tional treaty, but robbing Texas school chil- 

dren of their rightful patrimony. 


It should be added that outsiders who talk of 
“oil” as a label of political opprobrium in Texas 
are very far from the mark. There is scarcely one 
among the 200-odd counties in this State that does 
not have ail wells already gushing or being drilled 


for by the hopeful. For Texans, the daily report 
of oil prices and sales is the index of economic 
well-being or depression. Three-fourths of Texas 
voters probably draw their living in whole or in 
part from oil. 


Texas citizens do not get greatly excited when 
they hear, for example, that Roy Cullen, a rich oil 
magnate, is contributing to Republicans and State 
Righters, since Mr. Cullen previously has given | 
$160,000,000 for improvement of education and | 
health in Texas. | 

Socially, Texas is still firmly “Southern;” but 
economically it is rapidly taking on Western and | 
Northern points of view. Far from being any 
longer dependent on outside capital, Houston and

A hun- 
dred thousand Negroes not only are voting 
freely in Texas elections this year, but all 
candidates and party factions, even includ- 
ing the Thurmond State Righters, are ac- 
tively bidding for Negro support.

Living Cost Myth 


Editor Constitution: It is unfortunate that 
The Constitution should give editorial support 
(Oct. 12, 1948) to the perpetuation of a myth 
that has bedeviled the South these many years— 
the myth that the cost of living ig less in the 
South than elsewhere in the United States. 

Your editorial follows the time-honored fal- 
lacy of confusing what people spend for a living 
with the cost of living. A very good way of 
living cheaply, and one that is widely followed, 
is to live poorly with respect to material things. 
It is hard to follow your reasoning, which ranks 
Georgia almost on a par with California, and 
ahead of New York State, in real salaries of 
teachers, and which places Georgia eighteenth 
among the States in “what salaries will buy.” 
It may well be, as you say, that “the New York 
teacher getting $3,500 a year may be far worse 
off than the rural Georgia teacher getting 
$1,500." There are undoubtedly many people 
who find that life in the South affords compen- 
sations other than financial. But I do em- 
phatically insist that the New York teacher is 
far better off in terms of the things that money 
will buy. He pays no more for an automobile, 
a refrigerator, even for a pound of meat or a 
suit of clothes, than does the Georgia school- 
teacher whose dollars are fewer. 

Rather than supporting such sophistry could 
you not give wider publicity to some of the 
investigations of comparative living costs made 
by competent economists? They explode the myth 
of cheap living costs in the South. The fact 
seems to be that people with a low income can 
economize in food, clothing, shelter, medical care, 
transportation, even in education. But then they 
live not only cheaply but also, from a material 
point of view, not very well.

Ofttimes they become so upset before the bear — 


ever comes plunging out of the brush that they 
blaze away and miss him. This means that the 
bear gets clear away, for when he reaches the 
line of hunters on their’ stands he is heading into 

land where he is protected. He can sit 
across the line and thumb his nose at the hunt- 
ers, in perfect safety, for if you shoot him on 
Federal land the wardens will arrest you and 
take you to jail. 

Unfortunately, the dogs do not know that 
the bear cannot be molested on Federal lands.

The States’ Righters and the Oil Kings 


Ellis Arnall, former Governor of Georgia, is, like most Southerners, an enthusiastic football fan.

Arnall, after the game, asked the hotel’s lady cashier for his bill. 


He was surprised when she smiled prettily 
end replied, “That’s all right, Governor, your 
bill has been taken care of.” | 

He was even more surprised when he was 
told that it was the Mississippi Power & Light 
Company which had been so generous. 

His amazement must have been obvious, and 
@ sudden suspicion apparently crossed the mind 
ef the lady cashier. 

“You are the Governor of Mississippi, aren’t 
you?” she asked. 


This little story is not without meaning. 
The present Governor of Mississippi is 
Fielding Wright. Gov. Wright is also the 
Vice Presidential candidate of the Dixie- 
erats, or States’ Rights Party. It is pretty 
generally assumed outside of the South that 
the Dixiecrat movement is simply the 
South’s outraged response to President Tru- 
man’s Civil Rights proposals. It is that, but 
it is also a great deal more than that. 


By and large, the Democratic Party in the | 


South has been controlled by a conservative 
eligarchy. In other times, the oligarchs were 
mostly big planters. Now the planters have 
been pretty much replaced by utility magnates, 
textile men, industrialists, bankers, and, more 
and more, the new oil barons of Texas and the 
Gulf States. The States’ Rights Party is essen- 
tially the response of this conservative oligar- 
ehy to the pressures which have been steadily 
pushing the National Democratic Party further 
to the left. Almost every States’ Rights poli- 
tician speaks as bitterly of Franklin Roosevelt, 
whe never really pressed the racial issue, as of 
Harry Truman, who did. ? 


There is no doubt that there has been a par- 
ticularly cozy relationship between the Dixie 
erats and the oil kings. Southern oilmen were 
more enraged by the Supreme Court decision, 
which awarded to the Federal government own- 
ership of the last great national oil reserves in 
the Tidelands, than by the Truman civil rights 
pro Nor was this rage confined to the 
Gulf States, for there is good reason to believe 
that offshore oil deposits exist along the South- 
ern Atlantic seaboard as well. One indication 
ef the influence of the oil men among the Dixie- 
erats is that the Tidelands oil issue has received 
at least as much attention at the various Dixie- 
erat get-togethers as the civil rights issue. 


| 


Just how much oil money has greased the 
Dixiecrat wheels is unknown, although the Jus- 
tice Department is now hard at work trying to 
find eut. But there is no doubt that the oil in- 
dustry’s support for the Dixiecrats has been more 
than moral. 

One leading supporter has been H. R. Cullen, 
a fabulously rich Houston oil man (he is also 
fabulously generous—he recently made an out- 
right gift to Texas charity of the fantastic sum 
of $160,000,000). Cullen arranged for a private 
plane to take H. Strom Thurmond, the Dixiecrat 


Presidential candidate, to the Houston conven- | 
tion, and a special train to take Fielding Wright | 


and his Mississippi cohorts to the same meeting. 
He is believed to be the chief sparkplug of the 
oil industry’s backing for the Dixiecrats. Among 
the oil corporations, the Humble Oil Company 
has reportedly particularly interested itself in 
the Thurmond-Wright “crusade.” 


The oil barons’ generous enthusiasm for 
the -Dixiecrats is now said to be waning. 
The Republicans are sure to win, and they 
are committed in their platform to remov- 
ing offshore oil from Federal control. Yet 
in most Southern States, the Dixiecrat or- 
ganization will be kept alive after the elec- 
tions, largely to ensure conservative control 
of the political machinery. 


There is nothing particularly unhealthy in 
the fact that the oil men, or the other business 
interests, should try to protect or improve their 
economic position by political means. Every 
economic group in the United States does the 
same* thing. Yet there are some pretty un- 
healthy aspects of the Dixiecrat movement as 
an expression of Southern conservatism. 

All the more malodorous hate-mongers, from 
Gerald L. K. Smith to the decrepit “Alfalfa Bill” 
Murray, have gleefully leapt on the Dixiecrat 
bandwagon. The States’ Rights’ propaganda 
paper is using the same mailing list as the 
“Southern Outlook,” a revolting racist sheet 
which the Montgomery Advertiser accurately 
compared to the worst products of Nazi Ger- 
many. In brief, the real danger is that the 
Southern conservative oligarchy, in an effort 
to preserve the threatened status quo, will be 
tempted to turn more end more to this sort of 
thing, to the end that every issue, from offshore 
oil to the minimum wage, may be hidden and 
submerged in the race issue.

That is so because through 
the years the party has been the backbone of 
North Carolina politics, as of Southern politics 
erally, its destinies guided by and large by 
rats, and its heroes and political legends 
built around that party, and because that party 
today is on the defensive here as in the rest of 
the South. That is unusual, and that is, there- 
fore, the news today. 


The challenge that the visitor senses is, 
therefore, largely a Democratic Party prob- 
lem, since Democrats constitute the prepon- 
derant political organism. It is not so much 
whether the State might go Republican, but 
whether their own kind, Democrats, should 
cause that to happen through an unsavory 
diversionary movement.

Of course, practical Democratic politicians 
want to hold the State for President Truman be- 
eause that is their business, and success in that 
business means much to them.

NUTRIENTS ARE HELD 
Our cattle are grazing frosted kudzu for the first time this vear. 
The kudzu took on that wilted and burned look which frost brings 
fo it. There is something dramatic about cattle making use of 
frosted kudzu, for it is a Summer plant. : 

Its real function is to hold lands 
and moisture and to furnish graz- 
ing when the droughts are bearing 
down. But it has that faculty of 
holding its nutrients (nearly all 
of them) even after the frost cuts 
it down.
